Chinese \vho work for concession 


water, electric, police and other de- 
partments received 
letters saying 


their relatives would be killed un 
less they resigned. Those whose 
families live outside the concession 
in the Japanese-controlled area 
were resigning. 


British authorities expressed the 


opinion that the services could be 
maintained by Chinese whose fam- 
ilies live inside the British anc 
French concessions, which Japan 
ese yesterday isolated from the rest 
of the city by high voltage wires in 
reinf01 cement of the blockade. 


The source of threatening letters 


was not disclosed 
officially,

Chinese end foreigners salike were 
certain they were dispatched by 
the Japanese military after a cen- 
sus of families of Chinese employes 
of the concession who were living 
outside its boundaries. 


Could Back threats 


The Japanese, they said, would

The measure, repealing the last 


vestige of the undistributed profits 
tax and continuing excise levies 
for two-years, was supported by 
Democrats and Republicans alike 
in an expressed desire to eliminate 
so-called business "deterrents." 


The lone objector amid 358 votes 


of "aye" late yesterday was Repre- 
sentative Tynkharn (R-Mass.), who 
said he was opposed to excise taxes 
and thought the bill did not give 
enoqgh concessions to corporations. 


Republicans claimed victory for 


killing the 
undistributed profits 


tax, which they had opposed from 
its inception. They failed, however, 
in an attempt to make its repeal 
retroactive to last Dec. 31. Instead 
it will die at the end of this year. 


In Senate Tomorrow 


The one-sided vote was scarcely 


recorded before Chairman Harri- 
son (D-Miss.) disclosed the senate 
finance committee planned no hear- 
ings and expected to submit the 
bill to the senate tomorrow. He 
predicted debate would last two or 
three days. 


The senate's haste to place the 


bill on President Roosevelt's desk 
for signature was impelled by a 
desire to keep the excise tax col- 
lections continuous. Those taxes— 
the so-called "nuisance" levies—ex- 
pire June 30. 


Along with the 3-cent letter post- 


age, which the bill also continues 
for two years, these bring the gov- 
ernment about $650,000,000 annual- 
ly. A lapse of only a few days in 
their collection 
would cost the 


treasury several million dollars.

Former U. S. Judge 


Receives Maxi- 


mum Penalty 


PLEA "REJECTED 


Prisoner Speaks for Over 


An Hour Before He 


Is Sentenced 


New York—iT)— Martin T. Man- 


ton, former judge of the United 
States Circut Court of Appeals, was 
sentenced today to two years in a 
federal prison and fined $10,000. It 
was the maximum sentence possible 
under his conviction for conspiracy 
to sell judicial favors. 


Manton was sentenced by Federal 


Judge W. Calvin Chestnut 
after 


making a sometimes fervid but dis- 
passionate plea to have the jury's 
verdict set aside. 


Speaking of himself in the third 


person, save when he spoke of the 
"chagrin and humiliation" he had 
suffered, Manton summoned a long 
array of legal arguments against the 
conclusions the jury reached on 
June 3. 


He cited federal cases to support 


his contention that he had been in- 
nocent of wrongdoing and of any 
part in a conspiracy. 


He spoke for well over an hour 


before Judge Chestnut rejected the 
plea and passed sentence. 


Case Reinstated' 


Even while Manton was making 


what was perhaps one of the most 
important pleas in his career, the 
court where he formerly sat was re- 
instating for re-argument one of 
the major cases which figured in 
the charges of bribery and conspi- 
racy. 


United States Attorney John T. 


Cahill, who prosecuted Manton, 
asked for the maximum sentence. 


"Even the maximum sentence un- 


der this indictment may seem in- 
adequate to some of the public," 
said Judge Chesnut 


The court, commenting on the 


conviction and trial, attributed 
Manton's conduct^twhich shocked., 
the American pnbHcran&moreTpar* 
b'cularly the American bar and ju- 
diciary," to the jurist's efforts to re- 
establish his great personal fortune 
which had been threatened by'the 
depression. 


"Sacred Trust" 


"In attempting to save .this" for- 


tune," Judge Chesnut said, nhe de- 
fendant, one of the highest judicial 
officers of the United States gov- 
ernment, violated the most impor- 
tant features, of his high office. All 
public offices are a .public trust, but

, bleedings hearts who are ever alert to defend the oppressed now come to 
the assistance of Mr. Frank A. Erickson,- the wealthy bookmaker, who 
has incurred the personal disfavor of Fiorcllo H. LaGuardia, mayor of 
New) York? 


Some time ago the mayor let it be known that he 


disapproved of Mr. Erickson and indicated that he 
would be unwelcome in New York, although Mr. 
Erickson has lived'here for years. Since then efforts 
have .been made to punish him in connection with 
sworn statements which are said to have been false 
made in connection with an application lor permis- 
sion to carry a pistol. This, of course, is legitimate 
prosecution, but another action has taken place in 
the meantime, as a result of which Mr. Erickson is 
placed under $10,000 bond to guarantee that he shall 
not pursue his calling outside the city and state of 
New York. It may be assumed that Mr. LaGuardia is 
trying to control Mr. Erickson's conduct in New Jer-

sey and Florida because Jersey and Florida have 


been the scenes of his operations. He lives in New York but conducts his 
, business, which is that of bookmaking and gambler, in communities 
where the moral climate is more favorable to his aclivities.-In New York, 
for all that has been shown to the contrary, he is not a disorderly or 
criminal person but a simple, honorable citizen of considerable substance. 
He produced more than $100,000 
worth of negotiable securities to 
prove that he is not a bum, and 
there seems to have been no at- 
tempt to prove that he makes book 
or runs a gambling house in Mr. 
LaGuardia's city, but, nevertheless, 
the court compelled him to provide 
guarantees that he would not do so 
elsewhere. 


It would appear from the facts 


which have been offered thus far 
that it is none of Mr. LaGuardia's 
business what Mr. Erickson does in 
Mr. Frank Hague's town or in Mia- 
mi or Hollywood, Fla.. and that 
this court order, issued in a case in- 
stigated by the mayor against a 
man for whom he has a hate on, 
.violates a principle of great beauty 
for which the mayor himself has 
been known to contend with vir- 
tuous fury.

Jersey City courts are sympa-

the usual way of the extreme lib- 
eral v.or radical, than whom it is 
difficult to find a more intolerant 
type outside the ranks of the ex- 
treme reactionaries whom they so 
bitterly condemn.

orderly persons under the same law

Guardia's spite in the Erickson case, 
and with equal plausibility. 


Mr. LaGuardia has practically 


threatened to run Mr. Erickson out 
of the city in which he lives. If 
Erickson is guilty of offenses there 
are police, prosecutors and courts 
to attend to those problems. But if 
he isn't he has as much right to 
live here as Fiorello H. La Guardia, 
unless the mayor is correct 
in 


thinking that his office gives him 
the power to banish from their own 
home all those whom he just doesn't 
happen to like. These short cuts 
across the rights of the in-wrong 
are worse than the offenses which 
they are intended to rebuke.

Momentary argu- 
ment flared over .the application of 
Louis W. Kemnitz, Green Bay, for 
the position of general manager cf 
the Menominee Indian Mills but it 
quickly subsided when James G. 
Frechette 
assured the tribe that 


Komnitz would be interviewed at a 
public meeting, along with some 
other candidates lor the position. 


The tribe did not make a recom- 


mendation for manager, leaving the 
question up to public 
advisory 


board meetings, the first of which 
will be held June 26, at which can- 
didates will be interviewed. The 
temporary appointment of J. T. 
Robson as acting manager will ex- 
pire July 1. 


After the managership question 


was disposed of, the tribe voted a 
temporary budget for the mill oper- 
ations to run until Sept. 1, provid- 
ing that no new timber will be cut 
and no capital investments made 
until the new manager is appointed 
and consulted.

American property. We earnestly sought 
to give China a chance to get to its feet.

bilities involve cruisers and troops. If 
Britain gets into a serious wrangle with 
Japan Hitler may move in Europe.

haps that is why the Japanese argument 
is cooked up.

attitude as Britain takes we must not re- 
nege if our navy is called to the Chinese 
seas.

TYRANTS DAYS ARE SHORT 


Nearly 200 years ago Rousseau, a 


sterling advocate of the right of the peo- 
ple to rule themselves, wrote the follow-; 
ing thought in his booklet, 'Terpetual 
Peace": 


"Let us suppose that two or three 


powerful rulers make an alliance to 
subdue the rest These three potentates 
together, whoever they may be, will 
not make tip the half of Europe. Then 
the other hall will certainly unite 
against them and they will have to 
conquer a force stronger than them- 
selves. ... I may add further that, if 
they should have formed the alliance, 
and put it into execution, even fairly 
successfully, 
their very 
successes 


would have the effect of sowing seeds - 
of discord among the conquering al- 
lies, because it would be impossible 
for the spoils to be so equally divided 
that each would be satisfied with his 
own share and the least fortunate 
would soon set himself to oppose the 
progress of the others, who, for a like 
reason, would not be long about quar- 
reling among themselves." 
This is an excellent thing to remem- 


ber because it is the finished truth. When 
the hysterically minded see forces at- 
tacking as from Mars, or a President, in- 
tent upon establishing a certain policy or 
defending a much criticized act, empha- 
sizes the danger we are in from the air, 
it is worth while to be reminded that 
Rousseau did not come by his thoughts 
through mere musing or speculation as do 
Orson Wells or President Roosevelt, but 
the quotation is an abridged form of all 
human history. None of the gilded con- 
querors of the ages, none of the khans 
from Mongolia or the rajahs from India, 
neither a Caesar, a Charlemagne, a Na- 
poleon nor a Wilhelm, has been able to 
build up any farflung empire that was 
not constructed upon the good will of 
its people. 


Thinkers have searched long and far 


for a reason to account for this failure. 
But be the reason what it may, the will 
of Providence or the fundamental inde- 
pendence of mankind, the fact remains.

division than that class has enjoyed 
in a good many years. 


Lewis, ruler of the 175-pound di- 


vision since 1935. never found his 
title very profitable. 
He had to 


scuffle around looking for good op- 
position and even take a shot at 
heavyweight champion Joe Louis in 
order to make it pay. And he suf- 
fered an injury which cost him the 
sight of one eye and, as a result, 
his title. 


But now that most of the ruling 


bodies of boxing have withdrawn 
title recognition from John Henry, 
he may be able to cash in to some 
extent on the. excitement And at 
the same time several would-be 
champions are ready to do a lot of 
fighting to determine a successor 
to Lewis. 


Stripped of Title 


The New York state athletic com- 


mission first dropped Lewis from 
its titular rolls. Then the Michigan 
commission wouldn't let him fight 
Dave Clark because of his impaired 
vision and the British board of 
boxing control followed suit when 
he went over to meet Len HarveyJ 
On his return the National Boxing 
association demanded he undergo 
an examination. Yesterday it strip- 
ped him of his title so far as the 
30-odd states under its jurisdiction 
are concerned for the double reason 
that his vision was impaired and 
that he hadn't defended the crown 
in six months. 


Hardly had the N.B.A. decision 


been announced when John Henry 
received an offer to "defend" his 
title in St. Louis July 11 against 
Gus Lesnevich, young Cliffside, N. 
J. fighter. Since Missouri is not a 
N.B.A. member, the bout may be j 
accorded recognition as a cham- 
pionship affair there. 


That one may not go through, 


but meanwhile Melio Bettina, of 
Beacon. N. Y, the New York state 
champion, is due to fight young 
Billy Conn of Pittsburgh here soon 
and Lesnevich and Clark have a 
scrap scheduled at Nutley, N. J, 
next Thursday. If the two winners 
are matched, it's generally under- 
stood that both the New York com- 
mission and the N.B.A. will award 
the world title to the survivor.

ITH the sun rising higher

Many a beginner has become dis- 
couraged with fishing because his 
boots have made him miserable or 
his pants have been so stiff he 
couldn't move in them. Buy the best 
your purse will allow. Don't just 
say "Well any old thing is good 
enough for the woods." 


Nowhere else is comfort appreci- 


ated as much as in the woods. I 
have seen so many lose taste for the 
woods at the very outset because 
they had the idea that one had to be 
tough to follow fishing trails and 
that the more hardships one can en- 
dure the quicker he becomes a 
woodsman. Pishtosh! The woodsman 
is the man who knows how to en- 
joy nature 
with the greatest of 


comfort. 


Outdoor clothing manufacturers 


are fast learning to appreciate com- 
fort in woods gear and today if a 
fisherman doesn't have a comfort 
able rigging it is his own fault. 
Boots cause most distress because 
the novice usually buys a cheap 
grade high top article which binds 
the calf muscle and brings a series 
of blisters en the heel. There are 
some mighty fine 10 and 12 inch 
boots on the market which are soft 
and comfortable yet they are built 
strongly enough to give good ankle 
support A pair of these boots along 
with a pair of knock-around moc- 
casins will add fifty percent to the 
pleasure of your fishing trip. 


I would advise the purchase of a 


pair of soft silk-like pants. They are 
made either pant style or with a 
tapered leg with elastic at the heel 
to fit the leg without binding.

Here North and South seem to 


have been Cuibertson disciples. 
They not only reached the correct 
grand slam contract but what is 
more, selected the proper trump 
suit As I have written on a great 
many occasions, when a partnership 
has one suit distributed 5-4 between 
the two hands (in this case spades), 
and another suit distributed 4-4 
. (hearts), it is the latter suit that 
should be made trump. The begin- 
ner has great trouble in digesting 
this advice and, even more, in see- 
ing the reason for it Yet it is sim- 
ple: When the 4-4 suit is trumps the 
fifth card in the five card suit pro- 
vides a discard for a loser in the 
other hand, and then a ruff can be 
obtained for the extra trick. 


Strangely enough, however, in 


writing up this hand in an English 
newspaper a distinguished bridge 
commentator observed that with 
hearts as trump, South could dis- 
card one of dummy's clubs on the 
fifth spade and later ruff the six of 
dubs in dummy. I am far too falli- 
ble myself to bear down on another 
bridge writer, but it just goes to 
show that snap analyses are danger- 
ous things. South most certainly 
cannot discard a club from dummy 
en his own fifth spade and then 
tuff a club, because the trumps do 
not break and all of West's trumps 
must be drawn before the spade 
suit can be run. As it happens, how- 
ever, this does not blight the grand 
slam contract at hearts, because, 
after drawing two rounds of trumps 
and" seeing the break, South merely 
cashes two rounds of diamonds and

Wrong to Spank Child When 


He Doesn't Respond to Call 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


"What's to be done with my four-year-old son who decs not come 


promptly when I call him? It takes him four or five minutes to come. 
If I go after him and spank him he runs away next time he sees me 
coming for him, so I don't know what to do. I hate to spank him all the 
time, but how can I get him to come?" 


It would be a queer child who did not learn to run away from one 


who spanked him when he saw him coming. How soon should'one ex- 
pect a four-year-old child to come at call? You sec, children differ greatly 
in this because it is a matter of response to a call. Some children respond 
instantly, some delay, some delay so long they forget they had the call. 
These differences are caused by time responses to nerve stimulus. Some 
of us are quick as lightning, others slower than molasses. What kind is 
this child? Is he responding according to his nature, or is he trying to get 
out of obeying? One must study him and decide. 


If the child is naturally slow in responding, if he needs the four min- 


utes to check his play, redirect his thinking, redirect his energy, and 
start for the house, he must have it, and without any fuss. 


If he is a child who responds quickly enough when he has no wish to

The charming and immensely 


popular delphinium, in its peren- 
nial form, is a breeder of garden 
grief for most careless gardeners. 
The plants seem so accomodating, 
and so like the annual sorts that 
we know as larkspurs, and grow 
like weeds even under poorest care 
that we sometimes wonder what 
can be wrong when blooms are 
poor or the plants become sickly 
and die off. There are generally 
two causes fo»- this and either or 
both may cause the plant's death. 


The first cause is generally the 


work of the cyclamen mite. This 
tiny insect gets into the plant when 
the buds are forming and causes 
the blooms to club or fail to open 
properly. The only sure way to 
prevent these mites from ravaging 
delphiniums is to start a spray cam- 
paign against them when the buds 
are forming. As a spray material 
use any of the standard nicotins 
sprays according to the manufac-- 


turer's recommendation which is 
usually printed on the label. Spray- 
ing should be continued until the 
flowers have fully developed. 


A conributing cause may 
be 


blight. If the plants as a whole are 
attacked quickly, if they seem to 
have lost all energy almost within 
a few days, the cause is generally 
blight alone. No sure cure has been 
developed to date for this com- 
plaint. Frequent spraying with py- 
rox. beginning early and continuing 
until the plants have 
finished 


blooming, does much to control this 
disease. Pyrox is obtainable at most 
seed stores. Thorough and regular 
dustings with cupro-jabonite, is said 
to control both cyclamen mites and 
blight. 


delay, then he is to be trained to 
come more promptly. But not b> 
spanking him. If that method is 
used he will learn to wait until the 
spanking is upon him. Call this 
child. Make certain he hears you 
Wait a reasonable time, five min- 
utes is liberal enough, and if he is 
not on his way by then go after him 
and bring him in. Don't scold all 
the way and shake him by way of 
punctuation. Just bring him along 
quietly and when he is inside the 
house tell him calmly, and with as- 
surance, that he is not going out to 
play tomorrow until you can go 
with him and bring him in on time. 
And do just that. A couple of such 
experiences will settle the matter. 


It is well to train little children 


to come promptly at call. This is 
done before the child begins going 
out to play with other children. 
His mother calls him to her and 
gives him something he is pleased 
to get—a kiss, a hug, n top he likes, 
a picture card, but, preferably, 
something he does not eat I think 
it better to reward children with 
pleasant things that are not related 
to their stomachs. If the child has 
happy memories of his mother's call 
he will be easily trained to come in 
from play when she tells him to. 


Obedience is largely a matter of 
experience. 


It is unwise to take a military 


standard of obedience toward little 
children. There is no need for them 
to jump at the sound of one's voice. 
Only in times of emergency is that 
necessary and then the sound of 
alarm is so clear in that voice that 
there will be no question about the 
response. 


The best mind of obedience, the 


only sort worth while, is the qual- 
ity that comes through the right ex- 
periences. When a child learns by 
experience that he is called, sent, 
put and taken according to his need 
and comfort and not according to 
someone's selfish whim, he learns 
to obey cheerfully and cooperative 
ly. That kind of obedience is intel 
ligent, and it can always be depend 
ed upon no matter what the circum 
stances.

CAVES OF EUROPE 


West of the coast of Scotland Is 


an island known as Slolfa. 
It 


is small, but it is famous. It con- 
tains a big cave of a special kind. 


The cave was explored by an 


English traveler. Sir Joseph Banks. 
in 1772. Since that time, many 
thousands of persons have visited 
it. It was named Fingal's cave in 
honor of an olden Irish and Scot- 
tish hero known as Finn or Fingal. 


Fingal's cave is 48 feet wide and 


228 feet long. In some parts, the 
ceiling is 55 or 60 feet high. This 
great hollow in basalt rock was 
made by ocean waves which broke 
against the coast. 


Strong winds sometimes sweep 


in and out of Fingal's cave, mak- 
ing sounds as of music. For this 
reason it was given a Gaelic name 
meaning "Cave of Music." 


On the continent of Europe are 


scores of important caves. 
They 


include many in France and Spain 
which have pictures on the walls. 
The pictures were painted by peo- 
ple of the Stone Age, and some of 
them were made in four colors. 


Europe also has caves where 


Stone Age people lived but did not 
leave any paintings behind them. 
Among those in England is one at 
Wickey Hole. 
The things found 


in it include stone arrowheads, and 
knives made from flint. 


Germany has a cave noted for 


the many kinds of animals bones 
dug up under its floor. Skeletons 
of lions, hyenas, mammoths and 
reindeer were found there. Today 
we have reindeer in northern Eur- 
ope, but there are no wild reindeer 
in Germany. 


There are no mammoths in the 


world today, except dead ones. 
Those animals were members of 
the elephant tribe, but were cover- 
ed by a coat of long hair, also by 
short, furry hair. 


Europe used to be a native home 


of lions, but we don't find them 
wild on that continent today. The 
only continents where lions are na- 
tive anmals are Africa and Asia. 
We have the so-called "mountain 
lion" in North. America, but it is 
notx classed as a true lion. A bet- 
ter name for it is "puma." 


The Alps mountains contain cav- 


erns, among them those of Adels-

berg. The Adelsberg caves run in 
"a line," and axe believed to have 
been, at one time, the bed of a 
river which at present has a dif- 
ferent route.
